Noah building his Ark in anticipation of 
the chastisements to come scarcely had any 
adepts . . . He was called a miserable old 
illuminated fool, people wagged their heads 
and chuckled up their sleeves . . . But the 
Deluge came anyway, not in the form of a 
symbol, as certain exegetes of false knowl- 
edge contend, but under the form of very 
real water, as the Holy Scriptures clearly 
and simply attest. Past incredulity was but 
one more bitterness that day for the poor 
shipwrecked who vainly sought help .. . 

Sodom and Gomorrha also tasted the 
Divine Wrath in chastisement of their 
crimes.

Unfortunately the iniquity of our epoch 
has greatly surpassed that of the times of 
the Deluge, of Sodom and Gomorrha and of 
subsequent centuries.
